PROGRESS OF THE PUBLISHERS’ 
PLAN. 

A MONTH has passed under the new régime 
of net prices, and although the publication of 
new books under the plan has not been large 
there is every indication that the plan is like- 
ly to prove a wholesome success as the har- 
vest of the book trade in the later months of 
the year is to be reaped. With September 
the real effectiveness of the plan will be made 
apparent; previous to that time there will be 
the better opportunity to make sure that the 
machinery is thoroughly in working order. 

lt is gratifying to report that in book stores 
generally throughout the country and in most 
of the department stores there has been prac- 
tical and in most cases cordial acquiescence 
in the new plan. The exception, which 
proves the rule, is that of two department 
houses in New York and Brooklyn, R. H. 
Macy & Co. and Abraham & Straus, practi- 
cally under the same management, which have 
announced an underselling cut on “Tarry 
Thou Till I Come,” published by Funk & 
Wagnalls. This book, known to an earlier 
gevueration of readers under its original title 
of “Salathiel.” which the publishing acumen 
of Funk & Wagnalls has caused to be pre- 
sented with the copyright features of an in- 
troduction by Gen. Lew Wallace and fitting 
iiustrations by De Thulstrup, being a work 
of fiction is not necessarily included under the 
Publishers’ Association plan; but Messrs. 
Fnnk & Wagnalls, who have for the past year 
been publishing on a similar plan of their 
own, have made it definitely a net book within 
the lines of the Association.. Meeting, as it 
uoes, the popular interest in imaginative his- 
tory of the time of Christ, it has in it po- 
tentialities, in these days of “big sellers,” of 
something of the success of “Ben Hur;” and 
probably for this reason it has been selected 


as a shining mark by these particular under- 
sellers. Steps have been taken to carry out 
ihe plans of the Publishers’ Association, in 
such cases made and provided, and it is be- 
lieved that the remedy will prove efficacious. 

Meantime, one of the results of this episode 
has been to call to the attention of the regu- 
lar trade the desirability of pushing this book 
more vigorously, and making its sale an op- 
portunity to explain to the bookbuying public 
the real character of the change in prices. 
Lhe Pittsburgh Booksellers’ Association has 
taken a wise course in urging its members to 
give very special emphasis and attention to 
the book, and we commend its attitude to 
booksellers generally. Most of the depart- 
ment stores, it should be added, are stand 
ing loyally by the new plan, willing to make 
their success by the facilities they afford to 
the bookbuying public as booksellers proper ; 
and this is a happy feature of the situation. 
We feel that there is good reason to con 
gratulate the trade on the auspicious begin- 
ning of the new plan. 


At last the Kipling case has been heard and 
decided—probably in accord with the opinion 
of the great body of the publishing and book- 
selling trade. Mr. Kipling was not happy ir 
his choice of fighting ground for the defence 
of authors’ rights, especially in bringing suit 
against a house which has been foremost, as 
advocates of international copyright, in the 
very cause in which Mr. Kipling meant to be 
a chainpion. ‘The judge ruled the case out of 
court by instructing the jury to bring in a 
verdict for the defendants, thus practically 
taking it out of the jury’s hands on questions 
vf law. It should not be understood that this 
is in any sense a defeat for authors’ rights, 
but that it simply marks a mistake of judg- 
ment in beginning a prosecution which had 
no legal basis and in which, we may add, the 
Messrs. Putnam seem to have acted with full 
honesty of intention. 


THE final volume of the “American Cat- 
alogue, 1895-1900,” is now completed by the 
issue of the subject alphabet, the list of pub- 
lishers, and the other preliminary material. 
Although the period of this volume is four 
and a half years instead of the normal five 
vears, so as to make the better dividing line, 
it is larger both in its author-and-title alpha- 
bet and in its subject alphabet than the pre- 
vious volumes—an indication of the growth 
of the publishing trade as years have passed. 
Those who have not sent their subscriptions 
are reminded that this volume is not only one 
of the most useful working tools in the trade, 
but completes the American bibliographical 
record for the last quarter century.

ITS DECISION. 


‘SHE trial of the suit commenced by Rud- 
yard Kipling against G. P, Putnam’s Sons and 
other publishing houses in May, 1899, for in- 
fringement of the copyright law in reproduc- 
ing Mr. Kipling’s “trade-mark,” an elephant’s 
head, as used in the authorized “Outward 
Bound” edition of his works, on alleged un- 
authorized editions of Kipling’s works, was 
begun before Judge Lacombe and a jury in 
the United States Circuit Court on May 17. 
The allegations upon which the complaint was 
made have been previously fully given in these 
columns. They touched upon novel and curi- 
ous points of law, including question of the 
right of a publisher to make up unbound 
sheets of books issued by other houses into a 
trade edition, and of whether copyright could 
be infringed by the unauthorized use of an 
author’s special design or device. There was 
a large audience in attendance at the proceed- 
ings, and the “exhibits” held in readiness in 
cluded papers that had filled five trunks, and 
150 volumes of Kipling’s works ranged on the 
tables as well as a bookcase filled with fine 
de lure editions. Especially interesting among 
these exhibits were copies of the rare original 
issues of Wheeler's “Indian Library,” in 
which some of Kipling’s first work appeared, 
and of the first Indian edition of “Depart- 
mental Ditties,” loaned for the occasion. Mr. 
Kipling was represented in the trial by A. T. 
Gurlitz, assisted by John E. Eustis and John 
1.. Hill as special counsel; while Stephen H. 
Olin, of Olin & Rives. appeared for the de- 
fendants. 

At the first session the testimony was read 
which had previously been taken before Com- 
missioner John A. Shields, who was appointed 
as master in the proceedings eafly this year. 
Samuel L. Clemens was then called to the 
stand for a brief examination. In reply to 
questions of Mr. Gurlitz, Mr. Kipling’s law- 
yer, Mr. Clemens stated that he was sixty-six 
years old, was in the business of writing 
books, and had pursued that walk in life for 
forty-four years. He named several books 
he had written, and said they were copy- 
righted. 

“De you think that an author would suffer 
other than pecuniary injury by the unauthor- 
ized publication of copyrighted books, the pe- 
cuniary loss being in the loss of royalties?” 
was asked. 

“T do,” Mr. Clermens answered. 

Several attempts were made to put ques- 
tions as to the seriousness of such injury. 
each of which was ruled out by Judge La- 
combe. 

Later in the proceedings testimony was 
given by representatives of other publishing 
houses regarding arrangements made with 
Mr. Kipling respecting his books. George P. 
Brett, of the Macmillan Co., testified that roy- 
alities of from fifteen to twenty-five per cent. 
were paid to Mr. Kipling in several of his 
works published by that company. A deposi- 
tion prepared by Mr. W. W. Appleton before 
he left for Europe recently, was read to the 
effect that royalties of 20 per cent. were to 
be paid to Mr. Kipling on the sale of “Many 





was to be paid in advance on the day of issue 
On “The Seven Seas” the contract made called 
for a cash payment of four hundred pounds 
in advance and a royalty of fifteen per cent. 
Frank H. Scott, of the Century Co., testified 
that that company in contracting to publish 
“The Second Jungle Book,” agreed to pay 
15 per cent. royalty on a selling price of $1.50, 
and three hundred pounds at once on account. 
Mr. Kipling reserved the right, however, to 
revise the verse-heads in the book. For “Cap- 
tains Courageous” a 20 per cent. royalty was 
to be paid on a $1.50 selling price, and seven 
hundred and fifty pounds down. 

Perhaps the best outline of the Putnan: 
cas¢ is given in the following statement, taken 
from the answer made by the defendants to 
the amended complaint of the plaintiff, when 
suit was first entered: 

“A considerable number of books composed 
by the plaintiff, including those mentioned in 
the amended complaint, had been published in 
different parts of the world and were not 
protected by copyright in the United States. 
Some of these works in revised form had 
bee subsequently published in the United 
States by the plaintiff or by persons acting 
under his authority, and bore notices of United 
States copyright. Others of the plaintiff’s 
works had been originally copyrighted and 
published in the United States under the pro- 
tection of copyright. The works of the plain- 
tiff which contained notices of copyright were 
printed by different publishers in various 
forms of printing and binding. 

“Persons who desired to procure complete 
sets of the plaintiff’s published works were 
thus compelled to buy a number of dissimilar 
volumes. From a desire to give them a prop- 
er appearance on library shelves, purchasers 
frequently had these books rebound, either 
after purchase, or by the booksellers before 
delivery ; a process which was not only tedi- 
ous, expensive and troublesome, but was un- 
satisfactory in its results, because the vol- 
umes, as published and originally bound by 
the different publishers, were of varying sizes. 
and the edges were trimmed. 

“In 1897 and 18908 the ‘Outward Bound 
Edition’ was issued, but it was incomplete 
and could not be purchased in the ordinary 
course of the retail trade. 

“To supply the demand which had arisen 
for complete uniform sets of the plaintiff's 
works, the defendants, about September, 1808, 
purchased thirty copies each in unbound state 
of the various volumes of plaintiff’s works 
from his aforesaid publishers, to wit, The 
Macmillan Company, The Century Company. 
D. Appleton & Company and Doubleday & 
McClure Company, with the avowed purpose 
of binding such sheets into uniform sets. 
These sets were bound, some in half-calf and 
half-morocco bindings, but most of them in 
cloth bindings. They were exposed for sale 
in the retail store of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
and were sold during the months of Novem- 
ber and December, 1898, without protest or 
objection from the plaintiff or from any of his 
said publishers, or any other person acting on 
his behalf. 

“The said sets having found ready sale. the 
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defendants, about the first of January, 1899, 
entered into negotiations with the plaintiff’s 
publishers above named for the purchase of a 
larger number of copies in order to repeat the 
same enterprise on a larger scale. In the 
course of the said negotiations the said pub- 
jishers were informed that the books so pur- 
chased were wanted for rebinding in uniform 
sets. These defendants purchased one hun- 
dred copies of the unbound sheets of every 
pook purporting to be copyrighted. Each of 
the said publishers was asked to give specially 
favorable terms on account of the size of the 
order, and because it was pointed out that it 
would take some time to prepare and market 
the sets; and each publisher acceded to such 
request by making special discount and grant- 
ing exceptionally long time. 

“Several of the volumes which, while pur- 
porting to be copyrighted, had been originally 
published without the protection of copyright, 
were also publicly for sale in uncopyrighted 
editions; but these defendants bought and 
paid for the copyrighted editions thereof as 
above stated. 

“Twelve of the volumes so purchased these 
defendants caused to be separately bound, 
each volume by itself, precisely as it was re- 
ceived from the publishers. These volumes 
were: I, Plain Tales from the Hills; 2, Life’s 
Handicap; 3, Soldiers Three, Story of the 
Gadsbys, In Black and White; 4, Under the 
Deodars, The Phantom ’Rickshaw, Wee Wil- 
lie Winkie; 5, Many Inventions: 6, The Day’s 
Work; 7, The Jungle Book; 8, The Second 
Jungle Book; 9, The Naulahka; 10, The Light 
that Failed; 11, Captains Courageous; 12, 
Ballads and Barrack-Room Ballads. 

“Nothing was added to or taken away from 
the sheets of either of the above mentioned 
twelve volumes, and each of them remained, 
when sent to the binder, exactly as it had been 
purchased for binding from the plaintiff’s 
publishers. 

“Volume 13 of the series was called ‘De- 
partmental Ditties; Barrack-Room Ballads 
and Other Verses,’ and contained some mat- 
ter not included in any of the plaintiff’s books, 
which purported to be copyrighted in the 
United States. The sheets of this volume 
were purchased from Henry T. Coates & Co., 
of Philadelphia, publishers, and were sent to 
the binder precisely as they had been received 
trom the said publishers. These defendants 
are informed and believe that all the poems 
contained in this volume had been published 
by the plaintiff without the protection of copy- 
right and under the titles of ‘Departmental 
Ditties’ and ‘Barrack-Room Ballads,’ and 
that the printing and publication of the same 
- the said Henry T. Coates & Co. was law- 
ful. 

“Volume 14 of the series was composed of 
the volume published by D. Appleton & Co., 
entitled “The Seven Seas,’ and the sheets 
were bought from D. Appleton & Co., and 
were sent to the binder precisely as they had 
been received from D. Appleton & Co., ex- 
cept that there were bound up with ‘The 
Seven Seas’ two short poems written by the 
plaintiff, entitled ‘The Vampire’ and ‘Reces- 
sional.’ These poems had been separately 
printed by the Critic Company, publishers, of 


ee 


the City of New York, and were known as 
‘Critic Leaflet No. 1’ and ‘Critic Leaflet No. 
4. As bound with ‘The Seven Seas’ no 
one could suppose that they formed a part of 
that work, it being apparent that they were 
published in a different year by different pub- 
lishers in a different form, and that they 
were no part of the collection entitled “The 
Seven Seas,’ but were simply bound up in the 
same volume with it for convenience as dif- 
ferent works of the same author frequently 
are bound together. These defendants are in- 
formed and believe that the said poems ‘The 
Vampire’ and ‘Recessional’ were published 
by the plaintiff without the protection of copy- 
right, and were lawfully printed by the Critic 
Company. 

“Volume 15 of the series was made up as 
follows: These defendants bought from the 
New Amsterdam Book Company, publishers, 
of New York, sheets of a book entitled ‘A 
Ken of Kipling, Being a Biographical 
Sketch of Rudyard Kipling, with an Appre- 
ciation and some Anecdotes, by Will M. 
Clemens.’ The defendants caused to be print- 
ed an index of the stories and poems of the 
plaintiff, and also an index of the first lines 
of his poems, with references to the said 
stories and poems as they appeared in the 
aforesaid fourteen volumes numbered from 
1 to 14. The index was in ordinary and usual 
form, and had no purpose and could have no 
use except as a reference to the contents of 
the fourteen volumes of the plaintiff's works 
as published by the plaintiff and collected and 
arranged by these defendants. The above 
mentioned ‘Ken of Kipling’ and the index 
were bound up together in a separate vol- 
ume numbered 15. 

“Neither in the said index nor in any of the 
said fifteen volumes were the names of these 
defendants printed, nor was any chahge made 
in the author’s text. The title pages of the 
several volumes were also left unchanged, 
so that each volume appeared to have been 
published and copyrighted precisely as ap- 
peared upon the sheets purchased by these 
defendants as aforesaid. 

“The volumes so made up were bound in 
uniform sets, each set being in one of several 
styles of binding, as follows: 

“About forty-five sets were bound in plain 
green cloth, having neither an elephant’s head 
nor a facsimile of the plaintiff’s autograph 
upon any part of the cover. 

“About forty sets were bound in various 
styles of fine leather binding, and upon the 
back of some of these sets the binder stamped, 
in gold, outlines of an elephant’s head, but not 
in a circle. There was no facsimile of plain- 
tiff’s autograph on any part of the cover. 

“Fifteen sets and no more were bound in 
buckram, and upon the back of each volume 
of these sets the binder placed the outiine of 
an elephant’s head, stamped in gold, on 
green leather, and enclosed in a circle, and 
on the front side of the cover he placed the 
same device and a facsimile of the plaintiff’s 
signature, also in gold on green leather. 

“The elephant’s head so used was not a 
copy of the elephant’s head appearing on the 
side of the ‘Outward Bound Edition,’ and in 
no respect resembled it, and was not used 
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with any intent or desire to imitate or in- 
terfere with any trade-mark of the plaintiff. 
These defendants were not aware, until in- 
formed through plaintiff's attorney, on or 
about March 30, 1890, that the plaintiff claimed 
any trade-mark in an elephant’s head, and they 
are informed and believe that the plaintiff 
has no such trade-mark. No attempt was 
made to imitate the ‘Outward Bound Edi- 
tion’ in any respect, either in the style of 
binding, or title, label or name or boxes used 
lil packing. 

“The books were advertised and offered for 
sale in the ordinary way. The advertisements 
and notices were carefully prepared so as to 
show to the public that the ‘Brushwood Edi- 
tion’ was not the ‘Outward Bound Edition.’ 
On the contrary, it was clearly asserted to be 
more complete than that edition, as was the 
fact, since it contained a large number of 
plaintiff’s stories and poems not contained in 
the ‘Outward Bound Edition.’ The price at 
which the ‘Brushwood Edition’ was higher 
than the price at which the ‘Outward Bound 
Edition’ was sold. 

“The entire transaction on the part of these 
defendants was an honest, legitimate, regular 
and fair business enterprise, and was begun 
and carried on openly, in the ordinary course 
of trade and for the sole purpose of supplying 
a public demand.” 

For the defence Mr. Irving Putnam ap- 
peared as principal witness. He testified that 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons obtained about two hun- 
dred sets of sheets of Kipling’s works from his 
former publishers. These were bound up and 
the name “Brushwood” edition adopted. He 
stated, in cross-examination, that the name 
“Brushwood” was adapted from the story, 
“The Brushwood Boy,” contained in the edi- 
tion. The profits were about 35 per cent.—pos- 
sibly a little higher. He said that the elephant 
head emblem on the cover of this edition was 
adopted at the suggestion of a young engraver 
in the employ of the firm, and while he ad- 
mitted that the “Brushwood” edition was pub- 
lished some two years after the “Outward 
Bound” ediiion, published by Scribner & Sons, 
vas placed on the market, yet this symbol 
was not adopted with any intention of de- 
ceiving the public or infringing on the “Out- 
ward Bound” edition. 

In connection with this last question—that 
of using the device of an elephant’s head, 
which Mr. Kipling claimed to be his “trade 
mark,” or special personal device—some in- 
teresting evidence was presented. It was 
shown that the device of an elephant’s head 
bearing a lotus flower in its tusk, practically 
the same as that used in the “Outward 
3ound” edition, was originally designed by 
John Lockwood Kipling, father of the plain- 
tiff, for a series known as Wheeler’s Indian 
Railway Library, published by A. W. Wheeler 
& Co. in Allahabad, India. The first six num- 
bers in this series were by Mr. Kipling, but 
No. 7. which formed one of the exhibits 
shown, was a story by a different writer— 
“The Colonel’s Crime,” by Ivan O’Beirne— 
though it also bore the elephant device. This 
device appeared in later issues in the series 
not by Mr. Kipling, while the original edition 
of Kipling’s “Letters of Marque,” though 








published by A. W. Wheeler & Co. in 18or1, 
was not issued in the Indian Railway Library, 
and did not bear this device; thus showing 
that the elephant head emblem was at that 
time used to designate the series and not the 
author. Further, there were shown some half 
dozen copies of American editions, including 
the Century Company’s original issue of “The 
Jungle Book,” Macmillan’s selection of ‘“Soi- 
dier Stories,” etc., each of which bore orna- 
mental representation of an elephant, as evi- 
dence that the association of this particular 
design with Mr. Kipling’s name had been a 
matter of purely artistic fitness, without 
thought of any special “trade-mark” feature. 

At the close of the testimony defendant's 
counsel moved for direction of verdict, an 
the motion was argued by counsel on boti: 
sides. Judge Lacombe said, in substance, that 
there was nothing to be submitted to the jury 
under the copyright law, since the different 
acts of binding the books with new covers, 
and with a volume number, including the 
“Recessional” and “The Vampire,” in the 
same cover with “The Seven Seas,” adding 
a biography of Mr. Kipling, and printing an 
index of his first lines were not in them- 
selves offences against the copyright law. As 
to the question of trade-mark, he said that 
whatever might have been the case in regard 
to the original volumes in India, there was no 
evidence of any trade-mark having been 
claimed or used in this country until the 
“Outward Bound” edition was issued, and 
there had been no claim prior to this suit that 
the elephant’s head on that edition was a 
trade-mark of Mr. Kipling, hence no judg- 
ment could be given concerning this alleged 
trade-mark except in a suit where the Scrib- 
ners were plaintiff. He said that he had been 
disposed to submit to the jury the question 
whether all the acts of the defendants Put- 
nam, taken together, constituted a representa- 
tion to the public that the “Brushwood” edi- 
tion had received Mr. Kipling’s personal at- 
tention, but on consideration he had decided 
to direct a verdict in favor of the defendants. 


E. W: DAYTON’S MISFORTUNES. 


Iw the issue of May 4 we reported an acci- 
dent to the fine store of E. W. Dayton under 
the Savoy Hotel. We sincerely regret that 
the fine window with which Mr. Dayton had 
replaced the one broken, has again been shat- 
tered and again by a horse. Early on Sun- 
day. May 26, a horse with the blind staggers 
came out of the shadows of Central Park and 
zigzagged across the plaza toward the Hotel 
Savoy. The few cabmen and belated pedes- 
trians who were out howled at him, but he 
never stopped until he swayed under the por- 
tico of the hotel annex and crashed through 
the plate glass window in E. W. Dayton’s 
bric-a-brac store. His sides cut by the broken 
glass the horse sprawled over Swedish enamel 
plates, cups and saucers, ruined books and 
pictures. Policeman Hewitt came up and shot 
the animal. lt was said that the horse had 


been unhitched from a truck a few blocks up 
Fifth Avenue and had wandered away. The 
window which was smashed was worth $400 
and it is said to be the largest in the city. 
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BOOK TITLES FROM SHAKESPEARE. 


“Book TITLES FROM SHAKESPEARE” is the 
title of an attractive little brochure privately 
printed by the Calumet Press, New York, for

It lists 132 books or plays whose titles are 
quotations, or suggested by quotations, from 
Shakespeare, entries being given by authors. 
Only seven plays are included, but of the writ- 
ers named Mr. Howells leads with thirteen 
Shakespearian titles and Eva Wilder Brod- 
head follows with four. The preponderance of 
quotations from “Hamlet” is striking, forty 
being given from this source; next in popu- 
larity come “As You Like It” with ten, “Mac- 
beth” and “Othello” with eight each, and 
“Merchant of Venice” with six. One title, 
“Life’s Fitful Fever” has been used by three 
writers—Edgar Fawcett, Eleanor Holmes and 
Arabella Hopkinson; “A Wheel of Fire” has 
served both Arlo Bates and Jean Middlemass., 
and “A Passionate Pilgrim” is used by Henry 
James and Percy White. Mr. Streamer, who 
is responsible for the list, has a few words 
of introduction, in which he points out that 
“apparently the first use of Shakespeare as 
title maker is Leigh Hunt's ‘Table Talk;’ 
then follows Hawthorne’s ‘Twice-Told Tales’ 
and Charles Kingsley with ‘Westward Ho!” 
Nearly all the books listed, however, were 
published within the last twenty years.

He cannot be found, neither 
can the alleged librarian, Miss Kinsler, by 
whom orders for the Rectory Library were 
countersigned.

Tue Echo de Paris announces the death of 
a distinguished bibliophile in the person of 
M. Eugéne Paillet, who was not only an em- 
inent lawyer, but founder and honorary presi- 
dent of the Société des Amis des Livres, and 
also a Chevalier of the Légion d’Honneur. 


Mrs EpitH CARPENTER THOMAS, a talented 
writer of fiction, committed suicide on Tues- 
day, May 14, while in a condition of ner- 
vous collapse brought about by overwork at 
the University Guild of New York City. Mrs. 
Thomas was the daughter of Judge Carpen- 
ter of the Supreme Court, New Hampshire. 
She was married fifteen years ago but pub- 
lished her books under her maiden name. 
In 1891 Rand, McNally published her “A 
Modern Rosalind ;” “Lorenzo di Medici” was 
published by the Putnams; and in 1896 the 
Scribners published “Your Money or Your 
Life,” which had won the $1000 prize awarded 
by the Herald in 1895.

HE present volume of the American Catalogue covers books recorded from 
July 1, 1895, to January 1, 1900, including books with the imprint 1900 
issued within 1899, and also books of 1899 recorded after January 1, 1900. The 
first alphabet contains 559 pages, as compared with 498 pages in the 1890-1895 
volume, and the subject alphabet 301 pages as compared with 251 pages. 
The List of Publishers (with addresses) includes 1666 names. Appendixes for 
Government Publications, State Publications, and Publications of Societies, now 
otherwise provided for, are not given in this volume. 

The edition, as before, is limited. The price is $12.50 in sheets and $15 in half 
morocco. The fact that most of the previous volumes are out of print and selling 
at extra price suggests the value of investment in this completing volume of the 
present series.
